The chicken shooter who revelled 
in six- weeks of hunting these birds 
ast year through an inadvertent mis¬ 
print in the Game Act, will Have to be 
content with only two weeks of shoot¬ 
ing this season according to amend¬ 
ments to the Game Act brought down 
in the house. The 1920 season will he 
from Octobey 15 to November 1, two 
weeks. Two years ago the chicken or 
grouse and partridge shooting season 
was for the full month of October and 
it was decide'd to cut this down to two 
weeks at the last session of the legis¬ 
lature. A bill was passed along these 
lines but after the h gislators hod 
gone it was discovered that thtough a 
misprint tire season had been extend¬ 
ed for two additional weeks, into No¬ 
vember. The present amendment re¬ 
medies this error and conforms to the 
original intention last year of cutting 
the season down to two weeks. /
